RUSHVILLE GIRL’S LIFE IS SAVED BY 
DARING OPERATION AT RILEY HOSPITAL 


SI 


The story of how the life of Bea­ 
trice MeCrory, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ernest MeCrory of this city, 
was saved by a daring operation at 
the Jam es Whitcomb Riley Hospital 
for 'Children, is recited in the India­ 
napolis News. 
The child, now thirteen years old, 
has 1 eon a patient sufferer for ten 
vears 
as the result of swallowing 
lye and undergoing forty-three op­ 
erations. The hi ‘ <vy of her ease 
is given in the following 
account 
from the News: 
A long and tedious tight for the 
life 
of 
a 
thirteen-year-old-girl, 
Beatrice 
MeCrory, 
of 
Rushville, 
has been won, and, 
though 
solid 
foods never will pass her lips, the 
girl will live and trive, as the re­ 
sult of a daring and unusual oper­ 
ation by 
surgeons 
at the 
Jam es 
Whitcomb 
Riley 
Hospital 
for 
Children. 
Food is taken into the girl’s sto ­ 
mach through a tube through 
the 
chest and connected with the sto ­ 
mach. The child 
ten 
years 
ago 


s w a llo w e d a quantity of 
lye, 
and 
the scars in the passageway from 
her mouth had become s o c o n s t r ic t ­ 
ed that it w a s impossible for solid 
foods to pass through. 
To keep her from starving, a se­ 
ven' operation, dilating 
the 
p as­ 
sageway from the mouth, was per­ 
formed forty-three times, the 
re­ 
cords show. This 
operation 
is so 
painful that a general 
anesthesia 
was necessary each time, hollow­ 
ing the .operations the girl would be 
able to take food for a time until 
the burn sears again would close 
the passage. The little patient had 
suffered the pangs of hunger many 
times, and s h e had learned to know 
well the horror of a painful siege 
on the operating table and its a l ­ 
ter effects. 
Now, however, she is happy 
in 
the knowledge that these days 
of 
agony 
are over. True, 
she 
must 
take her food in an odd and some­ 
what inconvenient way, but the ef­ 
fect is the same a> that of taking 
food through the mouth. 
After the girl, then three years 
old, had 
swallowed 
the 
lye, the 


b u r n s healed 
and 
then 
for two 
months she was able to eat 
nor­ 
mally. Then the scar tissue let t by 
the poison burns gradually increas­ 
ed and 
contracted, narrowing the 
food passageway. Soon she 
could 
swallow only liquid food- and 
for 
periods of three to ten days she 
could swallow no food at 
all. 
It 
was then that the 
operations, di­ 
lating the passageway, were s ta r t­ 
ed and continued at regular inter­ 
vals. 
She was brought to the 
Robert 
\Y. Long hospital in May, 1920, and 
received attention 
at that hospital 
many times before the opening 
ot 
the Riley 
Hospital. At ter 
several 
more 
dilation operations had been 
performed at that 
institution, 
a 
staff meeting of the surgeons was 
called for discussion of the child s 
ease. It was determined 
that 
the 
continued operations would 
result 
fatally and the surgeons decided to 
try the radical operations ot 'creat­ 
ing a new food passageway to the 
child’s stomach. 
The name of 
the 
surgeon 
to 
whom the operation was 
intrusted 
was not made public because 
of 
medical ethics against 
publication 
of personal achievement. The oper­ 
ation was carried out by 
making 
an incision through the chest wail 
and stitching an 
opening 
in 
th> 
stomach wall to the borders of this 
incision, leaving an opening to the 
stomach from the exterior. 
For -everal days after the oper­ 
ation the life of the little patient 
hung in the balance, but 
with the 
healing of the wound and the intro­ 
duction, o f 
food through 
the now 
route, recovery was rapid. 
During 
the 
last 
few 
days before leaving 
the hospital, Beatrice gained weight 
at the rate of a pound a day. Phy­

Doctors say the effect of lye pois­ 
oning often is the same as that 
in

The little patient had 
suffered the pangs of hunger many 
times, and she had learned to know 
well the horror of a painful siege 
on the operating ta'ble and its af- 
ter effects.

in

take'her food in an odd and some- 
what inconvenient way, but the ef- 
fect is the same as that of taking 
food through the mouth.
